The  exercises  in  this  workbook  have  three  essential  and 
fundamental  purposes: 

(1)  to  perfect  the  pupil’s  identification,  fixing,  and  recog- 
nition of  the  words  in  the  basic  vocabulary 

(2)  to  provide  practice  in  word  analysis  and  phonics 

(3)  to  give  the  pupil  added  opportunity  to  make  meaning- 
ful use  of  the  basic  vocabulary. 


Establishing  a Basic  Vocabulary 
Identification.  The  lessons  in  the  workbook  provide  prac- 
tice in  the  re-identification  of  each  new  word  in  the  reading 
vocabulary,  following  its  introduction  in  the  text.  At  the 
beginning  of  each  lesson,  there  is  an  exercise  which  requires 
the  pupil  to  identify  the  new  words  when  they  are  presented 
among  other  words  with  which  they  may  easily  be  confused. 
This  preliminary  check  enables  the  teacher  to  be  sure  that 
each  child  has  identified  the  new  words  before  he  is  required 
to  make  use  of  those  words  in  a reading  situation. 

Word  Fixing.  Each  of  the  164  words  in  the  vocabulary  of 
Up  and  Away  is  repeated  an  average  of  18  times. 

Word  Recognition.  The  provisions  for  the  identification 
and  fixing  of  new  words  inevitably  lead  to  word  mastery 
and  make  possible  the  immediate  recognition  of  those  words 
wherever  and  however  they  may  appear. 

Vocabulary  Reviews.  At  intervals  through  the  workbook 
there  are  vocabulary  review  lessons  which  test  the  pupil’s 
ability  to  recognize  all  words  previously  taught. 


Word  Analysis  and  Phonics 

The  exercises  in  word  analysis  in  this  workbook  review 
the  initial  consonants  and  speech  consonants  taught  earlier 
in  the  series.  The  speech  consonant  ch  and  some  consonant 
blends  are  introduced.  The  consonant  blends  are  those 
which  occur  in  words  which  the  pupil  has  learned  in  the 
basic  vocabulary  and  which  will  be  useful  in  identifying 
words  he  will  meet  later. 

The  initial  consonants,  speech  consonants,  and  consonant 
blends  which  have  been  taught  are  used  ii 
exercises.  In  these  exercises  the  pupil  learis 
strange  words  which  differ  only  in  initial  soum  n'om^orf^* 
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already  in  his  basic  vocabulary.  The  words  he  so  identifies 
are  strange  to  him  only  in  form,  not  in  sound  or  meaning. 

The  pupil  also  meets  exercises  in  which  he  learns  to 
identify  structural  variants  which  are  formed  by  adding  cd 
and  ing  to  familiar  words  and  to  identify  compounds  which 
are  formed  by  combining  two  word  forms  that  he  has 
/previously  learned. 

' All  words  which  are  used  as  practice  items  in  these  ex- 
ercises are  used  immediately  in  context,  so  that  meaning  is 
never  separated  from  form  and  sound. 

The  ability  to  identify  strange  words  independently  by 
using  context  and  picture  clues  in  conjunction  with  initial 
sounds  is  further  developed  in  this  workbook.  Exercises 
to  develop  this  ability  teach  the  pupil  how  to  use  inde- 
pendently those  elements  of  phonics  and  word  analysis 


which  have  been  presented  and  practised  in  previous  ex- 
ercises. 

The  words  used  as  practice  items  in  the  types  of  exercises 
described  above  are  chosen  from  words  which  will  occur  soon 
in  the  basic  vocabulary  and  words  which  he  is  likely  to  meet 
in  reading  supplementary  material.  The  aim  of  the  word 
analysis  program  is  to  build  power  in  independent  identifi- 
cation of  strange  words,  a power  which  will  be  useful  to  the 
pupil  not  only  in  his  use  of  the  basic  readers,  but  in  his 
reading  of  other  materials  as  well. 


Reading  for  Meaning 

For  each  new  word  in  the  basic  vocabulary  ample  practice 
is  provided  in  context  form.  The  context  exercises  consist 
of  reading  material  which  calls  for  non-oral  responses  from 
the  pupil. 

Particular  care  has  been  taken  to  devise  reading  material 
and  pictures  which  can  be  correctly  related  only  if  the  new 
word  is  recognized  and  its  meaning  understood.  Usually 
the  pupil  must  read  and  understand  an  entire  sentence  or 
group  of  sentences  if  he  is  to  make  the  correct  association. 
This  is,  of  course,  a point  of  first  importance,  since  the  ex- 
ercises are  of  little  or  no  value  if  they  do  not  require  both 
recognition  and  understanding  of  the  basic  words  on  which 
they  are  supposedly  giving  practice. 

In  general,  context  exercises  of  this  sort,  calling  for  an 
overt,  non-oral  response,  afford  the  best  type  of  training 
in  reading  for  meaning.  They  are  an  essential  supplement 
to  the  reading  material  in  the  textbook,  which,  for  the  most 
part,  is  necessarily  of  such  a nature  that  the  pupil’s  achieve- 
ment of  meaning  can  be  indicated  only  orally. 


Simplicity  of  Procedure 

The  procedures  to  be  used  by  the  pupils  have  been  limited 
to  a very  few,  very  simple  types.  Many  of  the  directions 
are  addressed  directly  to  the  child,  giving  him  opportunity 
for  practice  in  reading  and  following  simple  directions. 


Teaching  Directions 

There  are  complete  and  detailed  teaching  directions  and 
answers  for  each  lesson  in  the  teacher’s  edition  of  this  work- 
book. Thus  the  teacher  need  never  be  in  doubt  as  to  the  pur- 
pose of  the  lesson  or  of  the  way  in  which  the  authors  intended 
the  material  to  be  used.
